JN the minds of most 

people atoma and phy- 
sica have become 80 closely 
nssociated that it Is often 
not realised ‘what an im-. 
portant and, in fact, esson- 
tial part other kinds of 
science 
search, The great impor- 
tance of chemistry has beon 
shown at the three-day con- 
ference which has just been 


held in Oxford. : 

It was arranged by tho 
Chemistry Divisfon of Britain's 

tomic Energy Research Es- 
tablishment and was attended 
by several hundred = experts 
who hal come together to dis- 
cuss chemical properties. of 
what they call: “heavy” cle- 
ments, that fs to say, elements 
uranium and thorium. 
which have very large atoms. 
It 1s these which are of pare 
ticular ss algnificance « In’ a 
branch of atomic research 
which, deals with production of 
energy by solitting . heavy 
atoms Into smaller ones, 

They discussed also chemis- 
try of artifeclal. elements, with 
atoms heavier even than those 
of the heaviest natural element, 
urantum which has — been 
erented by means of cyclotrons 
and other complex apparatus of 
modern physical laboratories, 


OVERSEAS VISITORS 

It was appropriate that | tho. 
conference was held in Rhodes 
House, Oxford centre for 
students from the Common- 
wealth, for although = the 
majority of those present were 
from laboratories there were 
aany visitors from overseas, It 
was Indeed an international oc- 
ension, with visitors from 
Canada, the United States, 
France, Austrian and Sweden. 
From Gottingen came Otto 
Kahn, original discoverer of tha 
possibility’ of atomic fission. Yet 
the atmosphere was .one ‘of 
friendJincss ond = informality, 
for many of the scientists had 
worked closely together during 
the war on atomic cnergy pro- 
jects in Cunada and U.SA. Now, 
dispersed ngain to their own 
laboratories many thousands of 
miles apart, they are still link- 
ed by, their common Interests, 
Thus, apart from its purely 
technien! importance, the cons 
ference was both — stimulating 
reminder of advantages of in- 
ternational collaboration in 
science, and also a reminder 
that atomic encrgy has Immense 
possibilities for peacetime tse 
ns well os for war. Indeed do- 
spite Intensity and Iength of 
discussion, military applications 
were scarcely mentioned, Most 
of the discussion was so highly 
technical as to.be intelligible’ 
only to trained chemists, but 
the general background of work 
and its significance is not too 
diMcult for. laymen to under- 
stand. - 

RADIOACTIVE ISOTOPES

DELICATE METHODS 


In one particularly lateresting 
lecture, a speaker from Harwell 
told how extremely. delicate 
new methods have been de- 
veloped for handling the minute 
traccs—often | invisibly smal— . 
of radiocarbon which are. ob-: 
tulned from atomic piles . and 
of taking it through long and 
complex series. of chemical 
reactions necessary. to make it 
into the variety of substances 
needed by research workers, 
Other speakers told how radlo- 
actlve tsotopea of other ele- . 
ments, such as’ bromino — and: 
sulphur, can be mode and. in-_ 
troduced into compounds for 
research, : 

Two days later, when. — the 
conference adjourned for o day's 
discussion 1n London, other 
socakers fold a fascinating 
story of how these radioactive 
elements are being turned — to 
practical use. The action of

making a form of the drug cone 
taining traces of radioactive 
sulphur instead of the normal 
sulphur element. Fungleldes 
containing, radioactive bromine 
had been used to investigate 
the problem of. how thesa. ex- 
tremely fmportant — substances 
work, The equally important 
practical problem of how fer- 
titsers act is being studied by 
using materlals containing radio 
phosphorous instead of the 
usual form. Radioactive isotopes 
are also being used in medl- 
cine in on attempt to learn the 
secret of how antisera destroy 
bacteria.

, Apart from these direct prac 
licnl applications, chemists are 
collaborating closely with phy- 
ricists In the important — tosk— 
still far from complete—of elu- 
eldating the structure and pro- 
pertics of individual atoms. .

from different directlons, and 
are thus often able to see the’ 
possibilities which the methods 
of physics do not reveal.

Let there be no _mistake—when Dick Turpin, the British and 
Empire Middleweight Champion, left -the Earl's Court ring after be- 
ing knocked out by World Middleweight’ Champion. Marcel Cerdan, 
he was more popular with the fans than he had ever been. This 
reflects great credit on a man who had just been pole-axed with one 
of the most devastating left hooks ever witnesaed in any ring. 


The end came after one minute twenty-two seconds of the seventh round. 
Turpin, who had been boxing magnificently, retreated before a vicious attack. 
Cerdan snw the chance he had been wajting for, and acted with, Hghtning 
speed. Heé unleashed a left hook which travelled only a few inches and landed 
squarely on Turpin’s jaw. The British champion went down as if he had been 
pole-axed and lay motionless on the canvas while referee Moss Deyong counted 
him out. . . . ' 

But there’ was far more in the fight than that one punch. Cerdan was 
nn odds on favourite and boxing critics almost unanimously prophesied that 
Turpin would be lucky if he’ was still on his fect after the half-way mark. 

Not unnaturally, therefore, the capacity crowd at Enrl’s Court saw no hope 
of a British victory. In f{aet, the only issue in doubt was how long Turpin could 
postpone the inevitable outcome.

History records that Harvey 
lost the fight—for much the 
same renson that Turpin lost to 
Cerdan. Both British fighters 
were able to box circles round 
their opponents, but their skill 
was not enough to alter the fina! 
verdict. . . 

'The moral of this lesson seems 
to be that Britlsh champlons 
must “get mad” once in a while. 
Pretty-pretly boxing js wonder~ 
ful to watch, but no nmount of 
skill will keep a fighter like 
Cerdan at arm's length for lonr. 
Sooner or later, he must fet in- 
side, and then—finis! 

But it wilt be a sad day for 
British boxing if sicill takes 
second place to aggressiveness. 
What Is needed ts a combina- 
tion of these quatities—they 
imust go hand in band, We saw 
what happens to a skilful 
boxer who lacks real ageres- 
siveness.
